1. On 26 June 1964 Project DTPILLAR was amended in 

the amount of[^ 7* 01, ^ 1964. This amount was ori- 

ginally requested as an increase in funds for FY 1965. 

However, since funds are available from within the DD/P 
FY 1964 allocation, it is suggested that Project DTPILLAR, 
in this instance, through its encumbrance procedures, 
utilise the funds in FY 1964, 

2. Paragraph VII. 10(a) of DTPILLAR ’s Administrative 
Plan states that ’’Unpaid commitments (encumbrances) may 
include those items which are provided for by the established 
encumbrance procedure as well as the amounts of specific 
program projects of DTPILLAR which have been formally approved 
by the Board of Trustees of DTPILLAR acting in accordance with 
its corporate charter and the authorities contained in its 
by-laws, provided that the total of the latter commitments 
(encumbrances) shall not exceed $200,000. The criteria for 
the specific program projects approved by the Board of Trustees 
shall be that such projects had been planned for completion 

or commitment within the fiscal year but that for unforeseen 
reasons they could not be committed prior to the close of the 
fiscal year and therefore would not meet criteria for the en- 
cumbrance procedure”. 

3. In order for Project DTPILLAR to utilize the funds 

approved in paragraph 1, above, it will be necessary to waive 
for FY 1964: (a) the $200,000 limitation on encumbrances; 

and, (b) criteria for approved projects, as outlined above. 

4. Upon notification of the waivers requested above, 

the CA Staff will direct the Project formally to approve ass 
additional encumbered funds for FY 1964 the amount of£, 1 

for the purposes approved by the Director of Central Intelligence 
on 26 June 1964:
